vention in Spain yet to be made 
known, official Europe remained 
tense today but with the mounting 
hope that Germans would avoid 
any step that might endanger wide- 
spread peace. 


The conviction grew, despite re-| 
stricted holiday newspaper publi- 
cation and an atmosphere of 
secrecy, that Europe now faces a 


showdown on the threatening Span-|

200,000 RED TROOPS 


There are 200,000 Communist 
troops who are offering to lay 
aside all political and ideological 
differences and join in a national 
defense campaign. Gen. Chang 
Hsueh-Liang’s troops number about 
100,000 and Japanese reports say 
that 23 divisions of Nanking troops 
have been sent to the northwest 
during the past two months. 

The situation is precarious from 
many angles. The Reds are fight- 
ers and they have a spirit not pos- 
sessed by any other military force 
in China, but they are handi- 
capped by lack of regular supplies 
and modern equipment. They are 
virtually knocking at the gates of 
Lanchow, capital of Kansu, where 
Gen. Yu Hsueh-chung sets as gov- 
ernor and commander of the anti- 
Red forces. Gen. Yu is more bitter 
toward the Japanese than even 
the Communists. It was the Jap- 
anese military who ousted him 
from the chairmanship of Hopei 
province, and there is no doubt that 
he would be willing to fight side 
by side with the Reds, the moment 
such orders came from the gener- 
alissimo, 

In addition to the Red menace 
is the threat of invasion from Cha- 
har by Japanese-inspired “Man- 
chukuo” troops under the com- 
mand of Gen. Wang Ying and Gen, 
Li Shou-hsin, who are preparing

Boxing Day today, friends, and for most peo- 
ple a well-deserved holiday.

Col. Carstairs 
is a descendant of the Munros, the Burgoynes 
and the Stuarts who distinguished themselves 
as United Empire Loyalists, and later settled in 
eastern Ontario, 

The soldier blood of his ancestors drove 
young William Frederick Wallace Carstairs from 
his home in Kingston into military life. Through 
all ranks from bugler to sergeant he served in 
the 41st Brockville Rifles. He was a lieutenant 
in the 56th Lisgar Rifles when the Riel rebellion 
broke out.

Royal Bank Survey Shows, 
1936 Level To Be 80 Per | 


Cent. of Normal 


WINNIPEG, Man., Dec. 26 
income of Canadians in 1936 will be 
between 80 and 85 per cent of nor- 
mal, the latest survey of the Royal | 
Bank of Canada reveals 

The income, the survey said, will 
an increase of about 16 per 
cent over 1935, the estimate making 
due allowance for changes in the 
price level and for the rate of in- 
creases in population 

The survey likewise made 
parisons with 1926, Total income 
from mines for the present year will | 
be 50 per cent in excess of the 
mining income of 1926 

Manufacturing income will be 
approximately equal to that of 1926 
and the income of the electric 
power industry will be double that | 
of the base year. 

FARM VALUES OFF 

On the other hand, the most seri- 
ous decline in basic production 
that in agriculture, where 1936 
come is likely to fall short of 1926 
by about $600,000,000. The value of 
construction in the current year will 
be only about two-fifths of normal. 

The population of Canada, the 
survey points out, is approximately 
19 per cent larger than it was in 
1926.
